Underground Movement: 5C In Moscow

MOSCOW — Delayed - You’ve 
heard about the Leningrad and 
Moscow Metros (subways to you 
stay-at-homes) but you don't be­ 
lieve it until you've seen and used 
them. 


Hie Russians boast of 
these 
with nearly the same reverence 
they worship their "savior,” Leo. 
in. They have reason to. No sub­ 
ways in the world compare with 
them. 


In Leningrad I joined a group 
(rf editors in inspecting the mag­ 
nificent underground stations at 


which you arrive after dropping 
200 feet on an escalator and rid­ 
ing the trains for an hour. The 
stations are literally works (rf art 
with mosaics, statuary, beautiful 
historic and scientific displays, 
and glittering chandeliers all over 
the place. The trains are im­ 
maculately clean, fast, and usual­ 
ly crowded. 


This afternoon the wandering 
journalist wandered down to Red 
Square, three miles from the 
Ukraina hotel in which I am stay­ 
ing, to browse through GUM’s, a 
vast state department store. 


GUM’s is an experience. It is 
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an astonishing assortment of hun­ 
dreds of shops under one roof, 
covering an entire city block. 
High prices and poor quality 
discouraged any shopping ideas, 
so after inspecting a couple of 
neatly armed soldiers guarding 
Lenin's 
Tomb 
and 
gawking 


around like most of the natives 
were doing, I decided to venture 
the Metro back to the hotel. 
With a guide, this would have 
been good. By myself, not so 
good. Nevertheless I ventured. 
It didn’t occur to me until I 
got down to the station that I 
hadn’t the slightest idea which 
direction to take or where to get 
off. And whoever started 
that 
rumor about a lot of Russians 
speaking English should be drawn 
and quartered. Even the word 
"Ukraina’’ is an American ver­ 
sion of an unpronounceable Rus­ 
sian word. 


I stopped at least a hundred 


Russians, gestured, used V '^ 
English and in desperation!;;,;^- /7 
’,y ,; 
word or so of French. MmKpBHI 
body talked back to me in R oseto 
but we just couldn't gel through 
to each other. 
But this venturesome editor bad 
started something and he was de­ 
termined to finish it. So, I bopped 
on a train on a gambia it was 
going in the right direction 
a hope I'd still find 
who could help. 
I still don’t know if the trainH 
was going my way. All I know H

Paul summoned political leaders 
today to seek a successor to Pre- 
mier Constantine Caramanlis, who 
resigned in a dispute over a pro­ 
jected royal visit to Britain. 


The King issued a proclama­ 
tion Tuesday night reaffirming his 
intention to visit Britain July 9-12 
with Queen Frederika, despite a 
threat of demonstrations by ex­ 
iled Greeks and their British sym­ 
pathizers.

To Classes, 


No Incidents 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala., (UPI) - 
Two Negroes enrolled at the Uni 
versity of Alabama under the pro­ 
tection of federalized National 
Guard Troops went to their first 
classes today without incident. 


Vivian Malone, 21, of Mobile, 
Ala., strolled across the tree-lined 
campus with two white coeds 
chatting as they proceeded to their 
first class of the summer term. 


She shook her head at a U. S. 
Marshal who was in a car parked 
near the building where her first 
class was held, apparently a sig­ 
nal that all was well. 


Feared Demonstrations 


Officers had feared there might 
be at least token demonstrations 
against the actual admission of the 
two Negroes to classes. 


Only a few of the IOO National 
Guardsmen who rolled onto the 
campus yesterday were in evi­ 
dence today. Two jeeps were park­ 
ed some distance from the build­ 
ing which Miss Malone entered. 


Ten minutes later, James A. 
Hood, 21. of East Gadsden, Ala., 
strode briskly to his class in 
sociology—the only course he is 
taking. A dozen photographers 
had trouble keeping up wito his 
brisk pace. 


Several U. S. Marshals were 
scattered inconspicuously about 
the campus where the two Ne­ 
groes were registered yesterday 
after Gov. George C. Wallace 
bowed to the presence of the 
troops President Kennedy had 
federalized to meet the crisis. 


MIM Curiosity 


Only a few students were stand­ 
ing outside Comer Hall, where 
Miss Malone had her first class 
in political science. They showed 
only mild curiosity as she ap­ 
proached.

Slug In Back 


JACKSON, Miss. (UPI) - Civil rights strategist 
Medgar Even, who once vowed to remain in Mississip­ 
pi “even if it means making the ultimate sacrifice,” 
was shot to death by a sniper early today. 


Evers, 37, fell in the driveway 
of his modest home with a bullet 
in his back and died about 15 
minutes later at the University (rf 
Mississippi Medical Center. En 
route to the hospital, he yelled 
several times: "Turn me loan,” 
then lapsed into unconsciousness.

Whenever 
he wanted to buy something he 
would leave his home at 15 Mid­ 
vale Lane, Levittown. N.J., and 
head for the Mill St. Shopping 
Center. 


The only snag was that be paid 
by check, and according to po­ 
lice the checks had a habit of 
bouncing. 
Yesterday 
he 
came 
over the Burlington-Bristol Bridge 
again, this time accompanied by 
police officers, and was given a 
hearing on charges of passing and 
issuing worthless checks. 


According 
to 
Bristol 
police, 
Rabea, who is 20, made his first 
purchase on May 14. He went in­ 
to Len s Men’s Shop and bought 
some clothes with a ISO personal 
check. On May 16 he went back 
again, and bought some more 
clothes with a $30 check. 


The owner, Leonard Schwartz, 
complained to Bristol police on 
Monday that 
the checks 
had 
bounced. 


William L o r d , 332 Jefferson 
Ave., Penndel, who is credit man­ 
ager at Auto Boys, was having 
similar problems. He told police 
that Rabea went into the store 
on May 23 and bought goods with 
a $50 check. On May Si, the Fi­ 
delity • Philadelphia Trust Co. 
informed Lord that the account 
had been closed. 


Rabea also bought some shoes 
in Bristol. He obtained a pair 
valued at $17.95 from Moffo's 
Shoe Store on May 18, and paid 
for them with another $30 check,

Jackson Mayor Alien Thompson 
interrupted a Florida vacation to 
return to the Mississippi capital, 
plagued in recent weeks by civil 
rights protests, and ordered local 
police to put all their resources 
into an investigation of Evers' 
death. 


In Washington, the FBI offered 
its full laboratory and identifica­ 
tion facilities to the local investi­ 
gators. 
It was the third death in the 
South in the past two months in­ 
volving participants in racial ac­ 
tivities. 
Baltimore postman William L. 
Moore was shot from ambush 
April 23 while on a protest march 
near Gadsden. Ala. and mechanic 
Fred Link was slain during a 
clash between whites and Negroes 
Thursday night at Lexington. N.C. 
Both were white. 
Dies la Hospital 
Evers, dying from a rifle slug 
in the back, was found by police 
investigating a report of a shoot- 
ing in the neat, middle class Ne­ 
gro neighborhood where he lived 
in the Mississippi capital rocked 
for the past month by racial dem­ 
onstrations. 
The Negro leader died about a 
quarter hour after being taken to 
the University of Mississippi Med­ 
ical Center. 
Evers’ neighbor, Houston Wells,

other and hunting for an English 
speaking Moscovite. 
Finally, I capitulated, left the 
trains to their underground des 
tiny, and got a cab back to the 
hotel. 


Incidentally, prices are high in 
Russia and while they would seem 
in some instance to compare fav 
orably with our own, there s a 
difference. 
The difference is in quality and 
buying power. For example, 
good pair of men’s shoes at 
GUM’s costs 
about 30 to 35 
> Russian rubles ($33 to $38 Ameri 
* can). A suit of not good quality 
* costs 60 rubles (about $65 Ameri 
can). 
* 
The average worker here makes 
90 rubles a month. So, for a suit 
* and a pair of shoes, he shells (Nit 
r a month’s pay to enjoy them. The 
‘ average American could buy the 
* suit and shoes and still have 
enough left out of a WEEK’S pay 
' to pick up a few neckties, shirts 
* and a half dozen pairs of socks. 
*, 
OK, since I got into this busi- 
* ness, this is for the girls: 
’ 
A fairly good pair of shoes will 
’ cost you $50, if you’re shopping 
•in Moscow or Leningrad or any­ 
w h ere else in Russia, since the 
'government fixes all the prices 
* and all prices are the same. 
I 
A pair of nylons you can buy 
* for 85 cents in America costs you 
I $5.50 here. A $35 dress in the 
‘ U.S. would sell for $60 to $70 
.here. Sorry. I just didn’t get 
; around to the negligee depart. 
* ment. 
! 
You can ride all under Moscow 
in the subway for a nickel, which 
I personally discovered. Bus fare 
‘ is a dime. Taxi fares are also 
* low. I haven't tried the regular 
trains. 
The cheapest cigar I have found 
cost me 50 cents and after two 


puffs, I quit smoking cigars in 
Russia. 
If you long for a touch of 
Scotch or bourbon, forget it. To 
the Russians, this is a degrading 
Western drink and they want 
nothing to do with it. But vodka— 
this is the national drink and, I 
suspect in spite of Khrushchev’s 
admonitions, the national pastime. 
If you like the stuff you can get 
for 50 cents a drink so sufficiently 
generous as to practically lull you 
to sleep. 


Any inspection of Moscow must 
include a looksee at one kind of 
cultural pursuit in which this city 
excels — the ballet. 
Tonight I attended a perform­ 
ance of the Bolshoi Ballet at the 
Bolshoi Theatre, one of the grand­ 
est in Europe and literally loved 
by the Moscovites. 
Ballerina Nya Sovokina starred 
in "The Flame of Paris” and not 
only was the performance superb; 
the music, the scenery and the 
general production made the eve­ 
ning a truly thrilling experience. 
Odd, come to think of it. Al­ 
though seated with some 1,500 
Russian folks in a city represent­ 
ing the heart of an ideology I 
loathe, I felt more at home for a 
few hours than I have felt since 
',[ left the U.S. on May 23. But, 
as you know, there was a reason. 
No language more universal 
than music. Add an exciting ballet 
to it, and you’ve got it made.

Ike Says Nuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Form­ 
er President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower said today "anybody who 
would spend $40 billion in a race 
to the moon for national pres­ 
tige is nuts.” 
Eisenhower made the blunt re­ 
mark at a breakfast meeting with 
about 160 Republican congress­ 
men. Those attending the gather­ 
ing said the former chief execu­ 
tive 
drew 
sustained 
applause 
when he made his “nuts” refer­ 
ence to the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion’s space program. 
The breakfast was sponsored by 
the "87th Club,” composed of Re­ 
publican members whose service 
in the House began with the 87th 
Congress in 1961. They made 
Eisenhower an "Honorary Repub­ 
lican congressman-at-large.” 
Looking fit-end tan, Eisenhower 
arrived for the breakfast from 
Walter Reed Hospital, where he 
underwent 
a 
routine 
physical 
checkup yesterday. He said he 
was given a clean bill of health. 
The 
former 
chief 
executive 
gave Frank comments on issues 
and answered questions put to 
him by Congressmen about cur­ 
rent aiffairs. 
He called President Kennedy’s 
Administration "fiscally irrespon­ 
sible” for raising the spending 
budget by more than $27 billion 
and at the same time proposing 
to cut taxes.

Family Awaited Return 


As dawn broke, about 25 Ne­ 
groes gathered silently in front 
of Evers’ home. 


Evers’ wife, Myrlie, and their 
three children, Darrell, 9, Denise, 
8, and Vandike, 3, were inside the 
house waiting for him to return 
from a civil rights rally when he 
was slain. Mrs. Evers said she 
heard her husband drive up and 
then heard shots. The family 
rushed outside, she said, and the 
children "talked to him and asked 
him several times to get up.” 
Standing in a housecoat later, 
Mrs. Evers said "this will not 
stop anything. They will have to 
kill me and the children and an 
awful lot of others.” 
Detective John Chamblee said 
a preliminary investigation indi­ 
cated that Evers, whose house 
was hit with a "Molotov cocktail’’ 
last month, was shot from a va­ 
cant lot across the street from 
his home. 
Blood was spattered on Evers’ 
car which he had parked behind 
his wife's station wagon in the 
driveway of their small, green 
frame and brick house. There 
was a big spot of blood about 30 
feet closer to the house, where 
Evers fell. 
From Across Street 
Chamblee said Evers, father of 
three children, was shot from a 
vacant lot across the street from 
his home, which is in the city 
limits. He said the bullet appar­ 
ently came from a distance of 140 
feet as Evers was walking from 
his car into the house. 
Chamblee said the shell casing 
was not found and may still be 
in the killer’s gun. 
Chief of Detectives M.B. Pierce 
said at the hospital that off-duty 
detectives and other officers were 
being called into the search for 
the sniper. 
‘There are no leads at this 
time.” Pierce said. "The police 
department is making every ef­ 
fort to apprehend the guilty party 
and the entire force will be work­ 
ing on it.” 
Neighbor Hears Shot 
Chamblee said Evers’ next-door 
neighbor. 
Houston 
Wells, 
39, 
heard the shot and ran outside to 
[find Evers lying in the carport 


Wells grabbed his pistol before 
running out, be told officers, and 
fired a warning shot in hope of 
scaring the killer away. Then 
Wells ran back into his house and 
called police. He loaded Evers 
into his car and rushed him to 
the University of Mississippi Med­ 
ical Center here for treatment. 
Another neighbor who had heard 
the two shots, Willie C. Quinn, 
also made the trip to the hospital 
with Wells.

Cabinet 
Backs Mac 


LONDON (UPI)~Prim e Minis­ 
ter Harold Macmillan’s cabinet 
threw its support solidly behind 
him today with full approval of 
his handling of the scandal threat­ 
ening to topple his government. 
Well-informed sources said the 
cabinet members gave Macmillan 
their complete backing during a 
two-hour secret session that was 
one of the most dramatic since 
the Suez crisis nearly seven years 
ago. The action put the cabinet 
squarely behind Macmillan for his 
confrontation with the Labor op­ 
position at next Monday’s parlia­ 
mentary session on the security 
aspects of the scandal. 
The backing of the cabinet was 
a key move in Macmillan’s fight 
to retain his leadership (rf Brit­ 
ain and stave off mounting de­ 
mands that he resign. 
Give Full Confidence 
Macmillan’s cabinet colleagues 
rushed back to London posthaste 
for the critical meeting, arriving 
from such diverse places as Scot­ 
land and the United States. 
The sources said they gave the 
prime minister their full confi­ 
dence after hearing a report from 
the lord chancellor on security as­ 
pects of the scandal. 
The crisis reached its apex 
when former Minister of War 
John Profumo admitted last week 
he had lied to the House of Com­ 
mons about his links with London 
playgirl Christine Keeler. He ad­ 
mitted his statement that there 
were no “improprities” in his re­ 
lationship with her was untrue 
Then he resigned. 
The possibility of a security 
compromise arose when it was 
disclosed that Miss Keeler, a 21- 
year-old model, also was seeing 
a Soviet former assistant naval 
attache in London at the same 
time Profumo was seeing her. 
Calls It "Triumph” 
However, well-informed observ­ 
ers said Lord Dilhorne. the lord 
chancellor, is believed to have re­ 
ported that national security did 
not suffer in the three-way rela­ 
tionship between Profumo, Chris­ 
tine and Soviet former attache 
Evgeny Ivanov. 
One government source called 
the cabinet session a “triumph” 
for Macmillan. The prime minis­ 
ter needed his cabinet’s support 
mentary debate on the Profumo 
scandal's security angles, a de­ 
bate demanded by the opposition 
Labor party.
